WAR SESSION OF 
PARLIAMENT PROROGUED 


— 


Ottawa, Aug. 23.—The special war 
session of parliament which lasted 
only five days, was prorogued ‘ Sat- 
urday afternoon by the Duke of Con- 
naught. He was accompanied by the 
Duchess, and: Princess Patricia was 
also present, The Duke appeared in 
khaki uniform, as at the opening, 
and the guard of honor were in ser- 
vice uniform. 

The closing aorerments in ?he house 
of commons will never be forgotten 
by the members present nor by the 
spectators. The feeling of solemnity 
throughout the nation at the present 
hour, with Canada jcining with the 
Old Country .in the ‘most _ terrific 
struggle that Iurope has, ever seen,. 
and’ sending in.a few days a large 
contingent to the scene of war, was 
relected by meinbers ‘on either side. 
Some spoke under, strong emotion, 
and never before in the life of the 
Canadian parliament was there wit- 
nessed such absolute unity and har- 
mony. 

In all eight. bills were passed at 
the five days War-session, and assent- 
ed to by H.R.H: the Duke of Con- 
naught on ;Saturday.'They were: An 
act to conserve the commercial ,and 
and’ financial interests of Canada; an 
act to confer certain powers upon 
the governor-in-council, and to amend’ 
the immigration act; an act respect- 
ing Dominion notes; an act to amend 
the customs tariff of 1907; an act to 
amend the inIund revenue act; an act 
to amend, the naturalization act; 
an act to “incorporate the Canadian 
Patriotic fund; an act for granting 


to His Majesty aid for military and , 


naval defence. 

The closing hour of the afternoon 
session in the house of commons cp- 
ened with some desultory remarks 
elicited from Colonel the Hon. Sam 
Hughes, \who was prosent in uniform, 
the statement that 10,000 troops 
would be in camp at Valcartier to- 
day, and that no;man ‘would be sent 
abroad in a Canadian expeditionary 
force unless he volunteered for ser- 
vice, Colonel Hughes said that there 
were a hundred thousand volunteers 
for active service, although only 22\~ 
000 were needed at present.

|CONSUMERS SHOULD LEARN THE 
ART OF CANDLING EGGS 


Few consumers appreciate the fact 
that the quality of an egg can be 
accurately determined without break- 
‘ing the shell. The process of candling 
eggs is not difficult ,and with the 
; view of encouraging consumers gener- 
ally in the art and practice of cand- 
ling, the poultry division of the live 
stock branch of the Dominion depart- 
ment} of agriculture is distributing 
gratuitously throughout the country. 
in the same manner as bulletins are 
distributed, simple convenient card- 
board egg candling appliances. These 
may ‘be obtained upon request to the 
live stock commissioner, Ottawa. 

It is not generally known that an 
egg appears semi-transparent when 
held before the light in a darkened 
room, and that, “f carefully rotated, 
even minor defects may be seen. 
Pamphlets dealing with this matter 
have been prepared, and illustrations 
included showing in detail the char- 
acteristic appearance cf both good 
and bad eggs when being candled. 

The contents of an egg, when laid, 
completely fill the shell but as cool- 
ing takes place contraction’ occurs 
and an air space is formed in. the 
large end. The yolk is only slightly 
' perceptible and readily turns round 
‘in the albumen when the egg jis ro- 
tated. 

A stale or shrunken egg can be 
detected by the size of the air cell. 
A bad egg is easily recognized by 
the contents. having ‘become dark and 
opaque, The size.of the atr cell, the 
consistency of the aibumen, the color 
fand mobility of the yolk and the 
general transparency of the whole 
egg are the factors most generally 
recognized as determining quality. 
| Thescandling of eggs.is not a diffi- 
cult process. It requires but little 
skill to tell ata glance the difference 
_between good and bad eggs and any- 
one with practice can learn to differ- 
entiate between the various.grades of 
good eggs. 
| The:apvliances mentioned above are 
of two difierent types, one suitable 
for use with the kerosene lamp and 
one suitable for use with the electric 
light. Neither the small amount of 
trouble required to secure one of the 
appliances or the amount of labor 
| entai led in candling presents any Val- 
id reason why the public should be 
obliged to use or accept bad or in- 
cubated eggs. Storekeepers will find 
it to their advantage to acquire fac- 
lity in candling and it is recommend- 
ed that every housewife should pro 
vide herself with one of these simple 
candling avpliances, by the good use 
of which she may safeguard her 'fam- 
ily from many unpleasant occurences 
at the breakfast table.

CHASED SUSPECTS 
IN AMISK MURDER 


ACROSS CONTINENT 


Sergeant McBrayne, of the Mount- 
ed Police arrived in Edmonton yester- 
day with Albert McGill and Percy 
Steele, two men suspected of the mur 
‘der of Justice of the Peace Chivas, 


at Amisk, two months ago.: The 
men will immediately be taken to 
Amisk for their preliminary trial. 


The chase for the perpetrators oi 
the crime has been a hard one and 
McBrayne is entitled to credit for 
His work in, the case. He chased the 
men across the continent. 

' The evidence that led up 
arrestof the present suspects is of a 
sensational nature, It seems that 
McGill, with two companions, had’ 
| ‘been travelling for some time through 
the country in the vicinity of ‘Amisk, 
and asa result several petty purglar- 
ies were reported. Just after the 
murder, McGill returned to his old, 
haunts, and the difference in a pair 
of. boots, he wore led to suspicton on 


the part of those who knew him that |5.25 from Winnipeg and reaeoss ott 


he might have been connected with 
the murder, His return to his old 
haunts was made with the purpose of 
securing some photos he had left be- 
hind. One of these, a photo of him- 
self, he did not get, and after this 
had been ‘identified by many in the 
neighborhood, the detectives were 
after him. 

In the meantime he had gone to 
Calgary and from there had gone 
east on a stock train. 
| Sergeant McBrayne started in  pur- 
suit with no better knowledge than 
thac the man might be in Toronto. 
He was finally located with a chum 
on a boat between Hamilton and 
Toronto, afid both men were arrest- 
ed. The third man is now known bv 
the authorities, and his arrest’ will 
be only a matter of days. 

! Since his arrest it is said that Mc- 
Gill has confessed to his being with 
the gang, but denies that he fired 
the fatal shot. He is about 20 years 
of age and comes of a good family.

Rome, Aug. 22—The entombment 
of the late Pope Pius X, took place 
this evening’: ‘at sunset. The great 
Basilica of St. Peter’s was in semi- 
darkness... A»flickering light came 


from the perpetually burning candles} 


about: the: shrine of the apostles and 


. the candles;in'tne chapel.:where the 


catalfalque stood. 

Those” who witnessed the ceremony, 
numbering about a thousand, came 
by special invitation, and included 
the diplomatic representatives accre- 
dited to the Holy See, the prelates 
‘and members of the Roman aristo- 
cracy. 
| The procession formed in the chap- 
el of the Blessed Sacrament, where 
for hours the body of Pius X layin 
state. The catalfalque was surmoun- 
.ted by the triple crown, and the 
body of the pope was clad iu the 
| pontifical robes and surrounded by 
jthe embleras of his sacred office. 
‘During the course of. the day many 
(trotsamae of. persons passed by; the 
bier. 

The body of the pontiff lies in a 
cypress wood coffin, on which rests 
a gold cross. This is incased in zine, 
jand finally in an oak casket. On 'the 
casket is the inscription: 
| ‘Here lies the body of Pius X., 
jborn July 2nd, 1835; died August -20, 
1914,"

THE PANAMA ,CANAL 


The opening of the Panama Canal 
passes almost unnoticed amid the 
alarms of war. The work which has 
been carried out at an expense not 
greatly. exceeding the cost of McKen- 
zie & Mann’s system, is a triumph 
of American organization and engin- 
e*ring skill. Its)}completion was ren- 
dered possible by the ‘modern Ciscov- 
eries ol the mode of transmission of 
yellow fever and malaria, The At- 
lantic coast of Central and South 
America has been rid of the scourge 
cf yellow fever, and on the west coas 
it lingers as a menace to commerce 
only in Guayaquit and its neighbor- 
hood, where it will he presently  ex- 
pelled by science, The main motive 
of the Americans was military, to 
enable the movements of warships 
from one ocean to another without 
the long trip around the Horn. It 
success as an aid to shipping is still 
undisputed. Tt will not, it jis said, 
draw aWay the traffic now held by 
the Suez canal, chiefly because, there 
being little difference in distance, a 
ship gcing from an Atlantic port to 
the Orient passes many of the great 
ports of the world and coaling sta- 
tions as well, while a ship going by 
Panama meets no trade cn the way. 
‘and must, in most cases, Carry coal 
for the round trip.’ The western pla- 
tean of the Central and South Am- 
erica being arid and narrow, — will 
never oririnate much freight. Tt wil 
influence to some extent, it is said, 
rai,way freights to and from Calif- 
ornia. 1t may enlarge the market of 
British Columbia lumber.

Experts advise that a 
higher percentage of saccharine may 
be obtained in this part of the coun- 
try, on account of the continued sun- 
shine ranging’ from 17% to 19 hours 
a day during the summer. Another 
advantage is that neither irrigation 
nor dry farming is necessary. The 
average annual precipitation is 20 
inches. From 15 to 16 inches come 
during the growing season. .S. M. 
Holmden, government meteorologic- 
al observer, states that in 179 days 
‘from September 28, 1918, to March 
| 21, 1914, Fdmonton was favored with 
147 days of sunshine, The total pre: 
cipitation during the six months was 
a frection over three inches of rain 
and 10 inches, of snow, equalling one 
inch of rain.
